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THE RIGHT OF IT, 

Referring tothe news item pub- 
fished recently by Tue Frank Parer 
relative to the election of: district 
offizers for the United Mine Workers 
of America iu which J. A. MeDonald 
was turned down when he came up 
for re-election, Tae Frank Parer 
made the statement, on good autbor- 
ity as we supposed, that all the offi 
cers of the district board were social- 
ists and the fact seems to have stir 
yed up considerable of a hornets 
nest. The District Ledger, the or- 
gan of the mine workers’ organization 
came back the following week with 
the statement taat the only social st 
on the board was F. H. Sherman, 
diguifying us with the following 
comment: ‘The capitalist press to 
the coutrary notwithstanding. ’This 
patter remark was no doubt intended 
to be a very sharp prod at this paper 
put it fails to inflict any sting as we 
are so thick skinned that we take it 
asacompliment. It is the first time 
we have ever, to our knowledge, 
been suspected, much less accused, 
pf being in the capitalist class. Run- 
ning a dinky country newspaper 
does'nt ordinarily createcapitalists in 
the space of time Tae Franx Pargr 
has been in existence and we were 
not aware we had grown se inordin 
ately rich at it as to warrant being 
suspected of being a capitalist. So 
wwe say, we take it as a compliment 
fo be ealled a capitalist even 
shough there is no justification for it, 
as we don't expect to come any nearer 
than that to being one. 

However, calling names or at least 
seeking to cast a reflection at us sim- 
ply because wé published what we 
Considered a good news item, and 
published iton the best authority we 
could obtain does not settle the 
question which seems to have arisen 
over the stutement referred to. We 
did rot know then whether it was 
frue or not that all the members of 
the district board, or officers rather, 
were socialists but hearing the state- 
ment made by a good union man, we 
took it for granted he knew what he 
was talking about and did not make 
the Statement as any reflection but 
merely asa statement of fact as we 
Lhought he had the best of reason to 
suppose it to be. Nor are we cer- 
fain yet that it does not come pretty 
close to being the truth, as evidence 
the following which appeared in the 
Coleman Miner tast week:
